THE JACKSONVILLE FIRE. 
On the afternoon nf May 3d, 1901, the Governor was 
informed by wire of the devastating fire which that day 
visited the City of Jacksonville. Messages were received 
from officials and numerous citizens requesting that 
troops be sent there and that the city be placed under 
Martial Law. At 5:35 p. m., the following telegram 
was received from the senior military officer then present 
in the City of Jacksonville:

A l>epot Commissary, who shall estnhlish an office at 
some central location and receive and issue such food 
supplies as may required to subsist the troops. Such 
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supplies shall l>e issued upoo requisition of the company 
commanders when properly approved. The rations is- 
sued shall be. as far as possihle, the same as prescribed 
by r. S. Army Regulations, and will be drawn for periods 
not greater than forty -eight hours. The Depot Commis- 
sar shall make estimates of the quantity of food necessary 
to suusist the troops, basing such estimate upon the num- 
ber of men present as shown in morning reports, and 
Upon the approval of such estimates by the Commanding 
Officer, he is authorized U> make the necessary purchases 
at the -lowest market prices. 

An Ordnance Officer, who shall receive and issue all 
ordnance, ami who shall, subject to the approval of the 
Commanding Officer, make such purchases of ordnance as 
arc necessary. 

A Surgeon, who shall establish a hospital for the 
troops a i:d take such steps as may he necessary to keep 
the City of Jacksonville in good sanitary condition, co- 
opera ling with the local health authorities in such work. 
The Surgeon is authorized to make such purchases of 
medicines, subject to the approval of the Comma tiding Of- 
ficer, as may l>e required.

■companies and of the posts of the guard. It being im- 
practicable to assemble all of the troops, the Commander- 
in-Chief met the officers of the command at regimental 
headquarters and expressed to them his appreciation of 
the prompt response made to his call for troops, and 
of the excellent service rendered by the Provisional Reg- 
iment. After a consultation with members of the Jack- 
sonville Kelief Association, and other citizens, it was

On May 22ud Companies G and K of the 1st Regi- 
ment were relieved from duty and ordered to return to 
their home stations. Thi« left only the three Jackson- 
ville Companies in that city, and from these Colonel Lov- 
ell organized a provisional company and placed it under 
Command of Lieutenant II. H. MncDrmell. The provis- 
ional company continued to perform guard duty for one 
month, from May 23rd, l»eing paid for such service by the 
Jacksonville Relief Association. The military hospital 
was also maintained for a like period under a similar ar- 
rangement with the surgeons in charce. 

Too mucn credit cannot be given the officers who 
commanded the troops at Jacksonville for the excellence 
of the service rendered, and for the good judgment which 
they exhibited in dealing with the many questions which 
presented themselves during the military occupancy of 
that city, and to the enlisted men for the willingness, 
promptness and efficiency with which they performed 
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the duties assigned them, through frequent!; of an ar- 
duous and trying nature. As expressive of the opinion 
of the people nf Jacksonville relative to the government 
of that city by the military, I am pleased to be able to 
present copy of a set of resolutions adopted by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Jacksonville Relief Association 
on June lu, 1901: 

"The Executive Committee of the Jackson- 
ville Relief Association desires to record 
its appreciation of the services rendered to 
this city in its hour of distress by the 
Florida State Troops and Naval Militia un- 
der their able Commander, Col C. P. Lovell, 
who was also efficiently assisted by the of- 
ficers and sailors of the United States Rev- 
enue Cutters, Forward and Hamilton. As 
upon the occasion of any wide spread dis- 
aster to any community, the lawless element, 
which is always present in every city, is 
prompt to take advantage of the inevitable 
confusion incident thereto, to set civil law 
at defiance and commit depredations, the 
military arm is indispensable to maintain 
order. 

We realize that in our case the prompt- 
itude with which the Governor of Florida, 
Hon. W. S. Jennings, Commander-in-Chief, 
aided by Adjutant-General W. A. Mac- 
Williams, ordered the troops here and de- 
clared Martial Law, immediately upon re- 
ceiving the intelligence that Jacksonville 
was burning, is deserving of our utmost 
gratitude. 

The troops while here preserved excel- 
lent order and gave a sense of security to 
our people which could have been derived 
from no other source. We, therefore, de.ure 
to extend our heartiest thanks to the Gov- 
ernor, to Adjutant-General MacWilliams, to 
Col. Lovell. and the officers and members 
of the State Troops and Naval Militia. 

And we desire also to express our sense 
of the value of State and Local Military or- 
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ga nidations, and trust that they may be fos- 
tered and encouraged in every legitimate 
manner.

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NEW MILITARY LAWS. 
The following changes in the Law governing the Flori- 
da State Troops and Naval Militia were made by Acts 
of the Legislature of 19(11: 

The Act approved May 9. 1901, and entitled "An Act 
to Amend Sections six ((J), nine (fl), fourteen (14), and 
forty-five (45). of Chapter 4(>84. Laws of Florida", etc., 
amends Section G of said Chapter so as to provide for 
and require the i :::;■-. i nation of all candidates for com- 
mission in the Florida State Troops, and authorizes the 
appointment by (he Commander-in-Chief of "Military 
Boards" for the purpose of conducting such examina- 
tions. Section II is amended so as to give the Naval 
Secretary, of the General Staff, the naval rank of Cap- 
tain. Section 14 is amended so as to increase the rank 
of Regimental Commissaries from First Lieutenant to 
Captain j to provide for the appointment of liattalion 
Quartermasters, with the rank of Second Lieutenants, 
who shall act as Commissaries, and for the appointment 
of two Color Sergeants for each regiment of Infantry. 
Section 45 is amended so as to increase the amount which 
may be appropriated in any one year for the purpose of 
defraying t lie expenses of an encampment, from 1cn to 
fifteen thousand dollars. 

The Act approved May 30, 1901, and entitled "An Act 
to Amend Chapter 1684, Laws of Florida", etc., amends 
Section 15 so as. to provide for the appointment of a 
Quartermaster Sergeant and Commissary Sergeant fur 
the Hattalion of Light Artillery, each with the rank 
and pay of a Sergeant, and for the appointment of one 
Second Lieutenant for each battery of artillery. 

The Act approved May 9. 1901, and entitled "An Act to 
Amend Section 3, Chapter JSoil. Laws of Florida", etc., 
provides for the appointment <>f two additional officers 
for each division of the First Naval Battalion, an En- 
gineering Officer with the rank of Ensign, and a Sur- 
geon and Physician with the rank of Ensign. 

The two Acts relating to the Florida State Troops 
were published in General Order No. 7. (See Appendix 
A.) 

I believe that the law requiring every candidate for 
commission to pass an examination as to his qualifica- 
tion for the position he may have been chosen to fill, will 
result in great benefit to the troops, and, for the purpose 



of carrying it into effect, instructions for the conduct of 

such examinations were published in General Order No. 

8, as ''Section 30 of Article VI, Laws and Regulations 

Governing the Florida State Troops." Four millitary 

boards were appointed, as announced in General Order 

So.

tion as to his qualifications to perform the duties of the 
office to which he has been elected or nominated. If. in 
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the opinion of the hoard, after such examination, surh 
person is competent and otherwise qualified, this fact 
shall he certified to the Commander-in-Chief, through 
proper channels: Provided, That snch certificate must 
receive the approval and he signed hy not less than a 
majority of the hoard of examiners. Commission for 
siicti person will then issue. If not found qualified, such 
person so elected or nominated, may, at his own re- 
quest, appear before the hoard within thirty days there- 
after and again he examined. If a person so elected >*r 
nominated for commission shall fail to appear before 
a board of examiners when specially ordered, or within 
sixty days after his election or nomination, or if he 
shall fail in both examinations herein provided for, or 
fail in one and not request the privilege of the second. 
Ihis fact shall be certified to the Commander-in-Chief 
through proper channels, and the election of nomination 
of such person shall he declared annulled by special or- 
der. 

The Commander-in-Chief may, whenever it appears ad 
\is;iHe. *r upon the request" of any regimental, battalion, 
company or battery commander, order an offieer of such 
regiment, battalion, company or battery before a military 
board for examination as to his capacity, qualifi cations 
and efficiency. If. in the opinion of the hoard, after such 
examination, such officer is competent and otherwise qual- 
ified to perforin the duties of his office, such fact shall be 
certified to the Commander-in-Chief through proper cha ; 
dels; Provided, That such certificate must receive the 
approval and he signed by not less than a majority of the 
board. If an officer shall fail to appear before a board 
when ordered so to do, or shall fail in the examination 
herein provided for. this fact shall be reported to the 
Commander-in-Chief through proper channels, and the 
commission of such officii- will be- vacated. 

The reports of military boards upon examination of of- 
ficers, and subsequent action thereon by the Commander- 
in-Chief, may be announced iu genera! orders. 

The examination of all officers and candidates for ap- 
[. (liniment will Iv conducted in writing, and a board 
may examine each officer and candidate appearing before 
it as to his knowledge of — 
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1. English grammar, and bis ability to read and 
write with facility and correctness. 

2. Geography, particularly of Florida. 

3. Arithmetic, and his ability to apply its rules fti 
practical questions. 

4. Laws and Regulations governing the Florida State 
Troops. 

5. Use of arms, knowledge of their parts and how t<« 
lake care of them. 

6. Guard duty. 

7. Drill regulations of his arm of the service. 

8. Army regulations and the Articles of War. 
Each candidate for appointment shall be required to 

present to the board the certificate of a repntahle pliysi 
cian, preferably that of a Surgeon or Assistant Surgeon 
of the Florida State Troops, as to his physical fitness, 
and no candidate shall be declared competent who. In 
»he judgment of the examiners, has not the physical abil- 
ity to endure the exposure iucident to the service. 

If any suspicion of dishonesty, intemperance or other 
Immorality, appear, in regard to a candidate before the 
board, it shall be stated to him, and he shall be requirc.il 
to satisfy the board that such suspicion is unfounded. If 
such suspicion is not removed, he shall be declared in- 
competent by the board. 

In the studies prescribed for these examinations, candi- 
dates will be required to attain a minimum (nark of 7."i 
per cent in order to pass.

Sir:— On May 3rd at 5 p. in., while in Tampa, Fla., I 
heard that the City of Jacksonville was lining destroyed 
by fire. Receiving information that a special train was 
making up to take the Tampa Fire Co., to the assistance 
of Jacksonville, 1 immediately asked permission to re- 
turn on this train. We left at 7 o'clock p. in., and while 
■oh the train, I prepared a telegram to the Governor sug- 
gesting thai i roops would he needed in Jacksonville, se- 
lecting the Companies 1 thought should be ordered. This 
telegram was sent from Wildwood, but owing to the 
wires not being in working order, it was not delivered un- 
til next day. 

At Wildwood the train was stopped as the fire was re 
ported under control and I then caine to Jacksonville on 
the regular train, arriving at 8 a m.. the 4th inst. 

Meeting Col. MaeWilliams at the depot, he informed 
me that acting on the advice and representations of Capt. 
A. O. Hartridge. the Governor had placed the city under 
martial law some time during Friday night, and that he 
bad come down as Acting Adjutant-General. He in- 




formed me that he desired me to take command at once, i 
which I did at !> a. in.. May 4th, relieving Maj. J. N. 
Bradshaw. 

I found that Maj. J. Guinbinger had heen in command 
in the afternoon of the 3rd inst., and his report is at 
tached for your information. ' 

Also found that Lieut-Colonel Sackett had been in com- 
mand earlier in the morning of the 4th inst., and I file 
his report for your information

1 retained sufficient force at Headquarters to respond 
to any emergency call.

Assistant mi/ 
geon of the 1st Regiment, has been taking rare of lil 
thai applied (either soldiers or citizens) and I believe, 
has reliveved much suffering among the citizens of the 
stricken city. 

W. L. LeFils was instructed to organize the 
Cimimissary Department which was immediately done, 
and after the first day. rations were furnished to all ihe 
Companies according to regulations, and to the satisfac- 
tion of all.

a friend as well ;is their Adjutant-General. 

Also OQ May 6th, ar the request of ('apt. Davis, and on 
hia representation that it was necessary. I relieved Com- 
pany D, 2nd Kegt. from further duty and ordered them 
to return to rheir Armory. Palatka. Fla. 

On May Sth. Company K, 1st Regiment, reported for 
duty, ('apt. C. B. Parkhill commanding. 

Also on May Sth, ('apt. F. J. Mitchell of the Revenue 
Cutter "Forward'" reported to me and offered the services 
of two sections of seamen infantrv |35 men iu all) from 
the Cotter "Forward," (apt. F.\j. Mitchell, R. C. .*.. 
commanding; and ('utter '"Hamilton," Capt. \V. D. Roath, 
R. C. 8.. comamuding. This offer was gladly accepted 
and on the afternoon of the Sth. Lieut. F. H. VanRosLerck, 
dr., reported ashore with one section from the Cotter

On the 9th, Lieut. R. Ridgely, Jr., reported ashore with 
a section from the Cutter "Hamilton." I had them 
plaaced on duty guarding the Commissary at Hemmiug 
Tark. 

On the afternoon of the 11th. it becoming necessary, 
both sections remained ashore continuously until Mon- 
day morning the 27th inst., rendering very effective ser- 
vice. 

On May 9th, in accordance with Special Order No. 9, 
dated Tallahassee, Fla.. May 9th, and signed by you, I 
appointed Capt. C. B. Parkkhill Assistant Provost Mar- 
shal and assigned him to duty to try and determine all 
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disputes as to ownership and possession of property that" 
might arise. His report is attached for your informa- 
tion. 

On May 11th, the Governor and Coniniander-in-Chitf, 
Acting Adjutant-General MacWilliams, and conimittets 
from both houses of the Legislature arrived in the ciiy 
and were met at the depot by the Commanding Officer 
and Maj. Gumbinger. Campany A, of the 1st Kegt. acted 
as escort. and conducted 1 lit* distinguished party to the 
Duval Hotel. 

The Governor and Acting Adjutant-General MacYVM 
liams remained in the city for two days and visited all 
the camps, which waa greatly appreciated by the men. 

On May ltith, in. accordance with Special Order No. 
10 dated Tallahassee, Fla,, May 15th and signed by you. 
Martial Law was writhdrawn to take effect at 7 a. m,, and 
t was ordered to report my command to the sheriff of 
Duval County. I immediately reported to Sheriff Price, 
and was instructed by him to continue as I had been 
doing. The saloons were allowed to open on the 16th, 
during the day, but closed at lj p. m. This was continued 
for two days and then they were allowed to remain open 
as usual under civil government. 

At this time, it being deemed best to allow some of the 
Companies to return to their homes, I issued orders re- 
lieving Company H, 2nd Regt. and Company E, of the 
1st Kegt. from further duty. 

On the 17th I relieved Company C, of the 1st Regiment. 

On the 18th, 1 relieved Company H, of the 1st Regimenr. 

On the 19th, I relieved Company E, of the 2nd Regi- 
ment; Company C, of the 2nd Regiment; and Company D, 
of the 1st Regiment. 

On the 22nd. I relieved Company G, of the 1st Regiment 
and CompanyK, of the 1st Regiment. This only left 
the home Companies, and, at the request of the Relief 
Committee, I organized a Provisional Company composed 
of men from each Company who were not employed. 
This Company will remain on duty under Lieut. B. R. 
MacDonnell guarding the Commissary and doing such 
other duties as they may be called upon to perform, be- 
ing paid by, and receiving rations from, the Relief Com- 
mittee. 
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Also at the request of the Relief Committee, I have al- 
lowed the Hospital to remain for the purpose of look- 
ing after such people as the Relief Committee wish at- 
tended. I am quite sure this will he eondusive of much 
good. Dr. Dunham and Dr. Philbrick will remain in 
charge for the present, being paid by the Relief Commit- 
tee. 

The troops were all relieved from duty for the State 
at midnight nu Thursday the 23rd inst., except such of- 
ficers as were held to make up reports. 

It is grtifyiug jo testify to. and record, the most ex- 
cellent service rendered by the State Troops during their 
period of service iu Jacksonville. It has been favora- 
bly commented oh by all, and has placed the Troops in 
a better ugbt before the people of the State of Florida 
than ever before. It is a remarkable fact that with the 
troops nu duty (aggregating at one time 522 officers and 
ineii) there has not been a single casualty. Law and or- 
-der was enforced strictly aud with promptness, and the 
very best judgment was used by the officers and men 
alike. The enforced closing of the bar rooms very ma- 
il l-ially helped in keeping down any disturbances. 

It is also worthy of note Ihnt lliere has has been no 
friction between the City Officials and the Troops. All 
worked together for the good of the City. 

The discipline of the troops has been remarkable. 
With one exception, there has been no infraction. This 
exception wsfl under the leadership of one of the commis- 
sioned officers. Out of consideration for the most excel- 
lent work of ilie Captain of the Company and the Com- 
pany generally, the t'oiamanding Officer feels that no 
public comment should be made. 

All the Companies are to be commended for the prompt- 
ness with which they responded to orders to proceed to 
Jacksonville for duty. In every instance, the Companies 
were ready to depart on the first train after receiving 
orders. Company D. 1st Regr.; Company E, 1st Regt.; 
Company II. 1st Regt.: and Company D, 2nd Regt., re- 
ceived orders during the night of the 3rd inst. In some 
<*ases they had only about two hours in the middle of the 
Aight to prepare their Company to depart. 
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It is worthy of mention that Capt. J. C. R. Foster 
3ind ten men of Company G, 1st Regt., volu^ ' -By re- 
ported for duty on Friday afternoon of the 3rd inst. 

The highest praise is due to Company A, 1st Regt.; 
Company F, 1st Regt.; and Battery A, Batt *^ion of 
Light Artillery for their immediate volunteering for duty 
on Friday afternoon. These Companies were placed on 
guard by Maj. J. Cum lunger and Maj. J. S. Maxwell and 
remained on duty all Friday night preserving order 
in the city and preventing looting.

This Company performed 
its duty to the entire satisfaction of their Commanding 
Officer. 

It is regretted that not one Company was able to re- 
port folly equipped for field service. It was necessary 
to boy cooking utensils, stoves and blankets for each 
Company on arrival. This was done by pledging the 
State to pay for same. 

By the authority of the (lover nor. T supplied a num- 
"ber of the men with shoes anil clothing. Tliis was es- 
pecially the ease with the Jacksonville Companies who 
had lost by the tire. Afterwards the Belief Committee 
•came to our assistance and the men were quite well sup- 
plied with necessities in the way of clothing. It is to 
be hoped that all the Companies will lie placed in a posi- 
tion to respond to any call for (Inly fully equipped. 

In concluding this report. 1 desire to express iny thanks 
to all officers and men who served under me. Their 
work was done cheerfully ami well at all times. I desire 
to say that I have never served with a more intelligent 
and efficient corps of Company Commanders, and the 
State is to he congratulated on having the services of 
-such efficient men. I desire especially to express my 
sincere acknowledgement of the services rendered by 
Maj. J. S. Maxwell, Provost Marshal. He was on duty 
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at all hours day and night and performed his numerous 
duties in a most cheerful and intelligent manner. 

Especial mention is also dne to Capt. W. L. LeFils for 
the very efficient manner in which he organized and man- 
aged the Commissary Department. This is perhaps the 
must important Department connected with the care ot 
troops and the management of Capt. LeFils was Buch.

REPORT OF LIEUTENANT COLONEL SACKETT. 

May port, Fla., May 5, 1901. 
Colonel C. P. Loccll, 

Commanding 1st. Regiment Florida State Troops, 
Jacksonville, Florida. 
Colonel l — 

I have the honor to report that I arrived in Jackson- 
ville at 1 a. in., yesterday morning and found tliat Ma- 
jor Gumbinger and Major Maxwell had all of the local 
Slate Troops, tliat they could muster, on duly guarding 
tha U'jrnt district and performing various other duties 
in which their services were required. 

A telegram from the Governor and Commander -in- 
Chief having hem received to the effect that he had 
declared a stale of Martial Law to exist in the city 
and that various companies of the State Troops had been 
ordered to Jacksonville to preserve order and maintain 
the law. I assumed command of the forces and of- 
ficially ordered the local troops consisting of Battery A 
and Companies A and F of the 1st Regiment on duty 
at once. 

The measures aud methods already adopted by Ma- 
jors Gumbinger and Maxwell, zealously assisted by their 
subordinate officers on duty, and in force at the time I 
assumed command, in cooperation with the police force 
of the city had resulted in establishing and maintaining 
a state of order that under the cin-iimsiain-cs <au only 
be considered as very remarkable and for which the of- 
ficers and men on duty deserve special commendation. 

Colonel and Quartermaster General MarWilliains, Act- 
ing Adjutant-General, arrived from Tallahassee at about 
7 a. m. Shortly previous to his arrival Company 1), 
2d Reg., from l'ahitka had arrived and with him arrived 
Company I). 1st Keg. from Tallahassee. Company E, 1st 
Reg. from Live Oak and Company H. 1st Reg. from 
Lake City, 
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Coluuei MacWilliams urgently requested me to re- 
miaiu iu command until your arrival but my duties in the 
United States Engineer service were such that I could 
mot well accede to his request and there appeared no ur- 
gent access itiy for my presence in Jacksonville. Con- 
sequently I relinquished the command aud returned to 
this place. 

It is respectfully recommended that the officers and 
mien on duty during the. night of May 4th and 5th be 
specially mentioned tot their faithful and efficient serv- 
ices; being on duly during the entire night without re- 
lief or food and most of whom had previously passed 
through hours of arduous and perilous exertion to no avail 
amid most trying scene*;.

■bout '.ii'.W p. in., as soon as it became evident that the fire, 
which was then raging in the City of Jacksonville, would 
destroy the Ouval County Armory, 1 ordered all mem- 
ber?' of Companies "A" and "F". 1st Regiment. Florida 
State Troops, to report at once to the Armory for duty. 
Because of ihe excitement occasioned by the fire, and be- 
cause the men were scattered about the city attempting 
to save their homes ntid effects and al tempting to as- 
sist others, it w»b extremely difficult to assemble the 
troops; lint it affords me pleasure to record the fact 
that all promptly responded to whom the order was com- 
municated. 

As :t result of my order, about thirty rifles and two 
thousand rowods of ammunition were rescued from the 
flames. Cuder my orilers the rifles and ammunition were 
first carried to a vacant lot on the southeast corner of 
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Forsyth and Market Streets, and from thence were Trans- 
f erred to the boat yard near the foot of Market Street. 
This was about 4 p. m., of May 3, 1901. 

Shortly after the men were assembled at the boat yard, 
it became evident that the rapidly spreading flames had 
cut off all means of egress from the same except by 
means of the river. In this emergency Mr. W. W. Gam- 
mer came to our rescue and kindly placed hiB yacht, the 
"Edith," at my disposal. Thanks to this generous ac- 
tion, I was enabled to transfer my men. rifles and ammuni- 
tion to the Clyde Steamship dock. 

Lt.B. B. MacDonell, Lt. C. S- Fleming. Sergeant James 
( i wetter of the Regimental Staff, and Sergeant M. C 
Greetey and Private Cox of Company "A", First Regiment 
F. S. T., were attending to various matters Wider my or- 
ders when the "Edith" transferred the men, rifles and am- 
munition to the Clyde dock, and were forced to remain in 
danger until their labors were finished. At this time it 
was no longer safe to remain at the boat yard, so an at- 
tempt was made to escape by means of a sail boat, taking 
on board several civilians who were in the same predica- 
ment as ourselves. Unfortunately the sail won Id not 
work properly, and we were in great danger. Fortunate- 
ly at this moment the "Edith" again appeared, having re- 
turned to rescue those of us left behind at the first trip. 
Some difficulty was experienced in getting a line from our 
yacht to the ''Edith'", and Q. M. Sergeant Coxetter 
promptly jumped over board, swam to the "Edith", and 
with a line to tow us out of danger. As a result of this 
aetion, all in my party, except three civilians, were soon 
transferred to the "Edith".,\Ve then undertook to toir 
the civilians out on the sail boat, but the line broke and 
we became separated from the sail boat. Being under a 
full head of steam, we con Id not then turn back ; so we 
landed the rest of our party at the Clyde dock. 

Lt. Fleming, Sergeant Coxetter and myself remained 
on the "Edith ", leaving Lt. MacDonell in charge of the 
troops landed already, and we then steamed back to res- 
cue, if possible, those who were aboard of the sail boat 
when the tow line parted. We were unable to find them, 
though we afterwards ascertained that all were saved ex- 
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cept one. We then turned our attention to rescuing those 
who were Irving to get out of danger by means of row 
boats, logs. etc. In this connection it affords me great 
pleasure to bear witness to the heroic work done by Mr.

I have the honor to report that on May 3rd. between the 
hours of 4 and 5 o'clock, p. in.. I went to the Iiuval County 
Armory, to sec if the Armory and state property were in 
danger of the tire, then raging over the City of Jackson- 
ville- I there found Captain C. B. Puffy. Ooiiimandig 
Battery "A", Pait. L. A., and we both commenced to se- 
cure out- ammunition, gattliing guns, and both Brass 
Howitzors: with the help of members of the Ilittery. who 
cointiieiiccd to arrive, we moved the Cannon and Gattling 
(inns to i hi' streets, also rifles, carbines, and revolvers; 
alsn .i number of cans of powder, mil of the magazine; 
all of which were rashed 10 the foot of Market street, in 
charge of Captain Puffy, while I rode to Hogan street, to 
find a safe place. I returned to Market street to bring 
the artillery, and was met by Captain Puffy, with I lie ain- 
manition and Catling gun, with the information that the 
tire gained upon them so rapidly that the Howitzers, in 
whose limbers were stored the Battery honks and papers, 
wirh valuable minutes, bad to be abandoned, und were 
dest roved, with a number of revolvers and sabers, which 
it was impossible to bring away. I had the gatling gun 
brought in front of the west entrance of the post office, 
on Hogan street, intending to invade the burnt district 



north, if the fire should come further west. After the 
fire was under control!, I placed the gnus in the park ou 
the green, north of the post office, and there established 
the "Camp of the Battery,, and with titan my headquar- 
ters. This camp I have since named "Camp Jennings" 
in honor of our Governor. 

In the meantime Major J. S. Maxwell, command ing 
1st. Battalion of the first regiment, gathered tip all the of- 
ficers and members of Companies a A n and **F" of the 1st 
Battalion, and commenced to patrol the streets, keeping 
and enforcing the orders of the Chief of Police Vinzaut 
in closing up all bar rooms, in which he was eminently 
successful. 

I saw by the small number of soldiers that we had at 
command that it would be impossible ro control the 
mass of humanity, who had lost their worldly possessions 
in so short a I ime; su I sent the following telegram to Gov- 
ernor Jennings:

He was oue of the first 
to volunteer his services. He worked as a hero, doing 
wonderful work, and directing others to do the same. 
Gaptain Duffy promptly enlisted him, and restored him 
to his former position as second sergeant, in the service 
of the State. 

I wish to thank Mr. Howard Harkishimer for a great 
quantity of good coffee and crackers, and to Mrs. Baldwin, 
for cooking coffee and furnishing bread and butter sand- 
wiches, on Friday night and Saturday morning, for our 
hungry and exhausted soldiers; also for the loan of cook- 
ing utensils, to start ur mess. 
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Captain Foster, of St. AuguBtine, was in the city, at 
the time of the fire. He promptly offered his services, and 
his company, which was gladly, accepted, and his company 
was ordered to report at once.

Disci I'i.ixe vnd Efficiency. 

The nersonnel of the Florida State Troops is excel- 
lent. Most of the officers are intelligent and zealous 
in the performance of their duties, and many of then, 
have the advantage of experience gained by months o r 
(service in the Volunteer Army of the United States. 
The enlisted men are. as a rule, enthusiastic in the per- 
f- nuance of their duties, and, with proper opportunities 
fcr training, will make most efficient soldiers. The troops 
lave not been assembled for purposes of instruction for 
nearly four years, and. when this fact is considered, I 
j'.ink they are entitled to praise for the standard of 
« ■xt-i-th'in ■■■ . which has been maintained. 

Your attention is invited to the reports of the com- 
manding officers of the regiments of infantry and of 
the battalion of field artillery, which are submitted 
herewith. 



Administration 
Probably the weakest feature of our present organiza- 
tion is the lack of knowledge among officers of adminis- 
trative and paper work. There is manifest neglect in 
the preparation of official papers, and. generally speak- 
ing, little attenlion has been paid to the regulations 
governing military correspondence. Attention has been 
called to this neglect, and the directions for folding, 
briefing, indorsing, etc.. are so plainly set forth in reg- 
ulations, that it is hoped this fault may soon be over- 
come. 



Public Property. 

There has been no system of accounting for public 
property and funds. Under such captions as "Used up 
in service" and "Lost" officers have dropped from their 
papers articles of clothing, tentage, ordnance, etc., and 
have considered themselves relieved from responsibility 
by so doing. 

The clothing. Quartermaster's supplies, ordnance and 
ordnance stores now in possession of the troops has 
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been furnished by the General Government, and the Gov- 
ernor is required annually to account for the same. 
Whenever any of these stores are lost, destroyed or ren- 
dered unserviceable by use, the action of a board of 
survey to determine the cause and fix responsibility is 
required by law. The reports of such boards of sur- 
vey must be submitted for final action to the Secretary of 
War, and until authorized by him, the State cannot 
receive credit for the lost stores. Unless this course is 
followed the money value of the stores may be charged 
against the State, and is deduetable from any moneys due 
the State from the United States. 

No record of the amount of property for which the 
State is responsible was found in this office upon my tak- 
ing charge, and requests for statements were addressed 
to the Chief of Ordnance and Quartermaster General 
of the Army. The latter, in complying with the re- 
quest, stated "No returns have been received from the 
Governor of Florida since 180S.' r 

Having established the amount and character of the 
stores charged against the State, great difficulty has been 
experienced in acsertaining just what stores are actually 
on hand at this time and in whose charge. General Order 
No. 5, requiring all officers to make a special property 
return, was not fully complied with, and information 
has been gathered very slowly. 

Reference to "Table A," which is attached as a part 
of this report, will show the quantity and character 
of clothing and Quartermaster's supplies charged against 
the State, the amount expended, lost, destroyed and 
unaccounted for, the amount reported as on hand, and 
in whose charge. 

"Table B" shows the amount and character of ord- 
nance and ordnance stores charged against the State, 
the amount expended, lost, destroyed and unaccounted 
for, the amount reported as on hand, and in whose 
charge. 

Of the stores reported as lost a considerable quantity 
was destroyed in the fire which consumed the armory 
at Jacksonville on May 3rd. Under orders from Your 
Excellency a board of survey was convened to examine 
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into and report upon this loss, and the proceedings of the 
board, with it's recommendations, has been forwarded 
to the War Department for the action of the Secretary 
of War. 

The value of the property shown in "Table A" to 
have been lost, destroyed and unaccounted for during 
the past three years, and in "Table B" during the past 
year, -will approximate eleven thousand four hundred 
dollars. This \tt\ clearly indicates the necessity for 
requiring of all officers a most rigid accounting for all 
property intrusted to their care, and to accomplish 
this reform this office is preparing to establish a system of 
reports which will correspond with the practice in the 
regular army, though somewhat modified in form. 

Inspections. 
Owing to press of business in this office, it has been im- 
practicable to niiike the an una 1 inspection required by 
Section :«>. Chapter 4(584. Laws of Florida; but, acting 
under General Order No. S, current series, the Inspector 
General has mustered and inspected the troops at several 
stations, and his very thorough nnd comprehensive re- 
port is submitted herewith.

The Naval Militia. 

I regret to have to report the Naval Militia in a very 
unsatisfactory condition. The battalion at present con- 
sists of only two divisions, the First Division, at Braiden- 
tiiwn. and the Third Hi vision, at Jacksonville. 

The Third Division suffered severely by the loss of 
all of it's property in the fire on May 3rd. The arms 
aiid equipments were obtained from the Navy Department 
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through the national appropriation, and might be re- 
placed; hut the uniforms, furnishings of quarters, etc., 
were the property of the organization and had gradually 
been accumulated through purchase. It would require 
a r<i n a idem I do outlay of money to refit the di vision, and, 
since the tire, regular drills and inee tings have been 
discontinued. 

I am [stormed that the arms and equipments furnished 
the First Division were old and in an unserviceable con- 
dition when last issued. Uniforms could not be sup- 
plied, and therefore the members have felt little encour- 
aged in (heir efforts to maintain the organization. 
War Claims. 

Ab shown in the report of this department for the 
year 1898, there remains uncollected some twelve hun- 
dred dollars of the claim of the State against the United 
States for money expended in organizing the "First Flori- 
da Volunteer Infantry" for the war with Spain. The 
items aggregating this amount were sustained by 
the Auditor for the War Department for the rea- 
son that proper vouchers had not been supplied. 
With a view to securing full settlement this of- 
fice has again taken the matter up. hut, owing to 
the fact that most of the items were of pay- 
ments to individuals who have since removed from the 
State, or whose present whereabouts are unknown, only 
a few of the required receipts and certificates could be 
secured, and these have been forwarded to and await the 
further action of the War Department. 

The ordnance and ordnance stores with which the 
"First Florida Volunteer Infantry'' was equipped has been 
returned and reissued to the State Troops, but there re- 
mains due the Slate such clothing and Quartermaster's 
supplies as was issued to the regiment, and settlement 
"in kind" for these stores has been requested.

REPORT OF THE SURGEON GENERAL. 

JacksoQville, Fla., Feb. 15, 1902. 
Major-General J. Clifford R. Foster, 
Ad j u hi n t -G eneral, 

Tallahassee, Fla. 

Sir: — A report from me as Surgeon-General this year 
must of necessity be brief and without much of real in- 
terest, as aside from the duty performed by the First 
Infantry Regiment, while in Jacksonville after the ter- 
rible fire of the third day of May, 1901, there has been 
nothing of real importance to note concerning the medi- 
cal department. 

A most satisfactory report has been made to me by 
Major G A. Dunham, Surgeon of the First Florida Regi- 
ment of the work of the department during the time that 
the City of Jacksonville was under Martial Law, and 
the Provisional Regiment was in camp here. The sani- 
tary conditions throughout the entire time according 
to his report, were excellent, and the number of serious- 
ly ill among the troops unusually few, considering the 
season of the year and the hard duty required of unhar- 
dened troops. 

While not oil active duty myself. I made several inspec- 
tions of the sanitary and hygienic surroundings of the 
different camps, and found the condition as satisfactory 
as could be expected. 

I have repeatedly reported in the past concerning the 
unsatisfactory equipment of the Medical Department, 
and have urged that at least the necessary supplies be 
provided, it and those who require its services; and I 
trust that in my next report I can inform yon of a more 
satisfactory condition of affairs. 
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It should be possible to thoroughly equip one hospital" 
at least, one ambulauce and a sufficient number of litters 
are necessary, as well as the medical and surgical chests 
and appliances, and the necessities for a mess tent for 
the hospital inmates. 

Heretofore there has been no provision for stewards 
and assistants, but as this condition has been corrected 
by the passage of the last military bill, we now have 
proper authorities t<> care for and look after the belong- 
ings of the Medical I lepartment. While I do not alto- 
gether approve the last bill as it applies to the medical 
officers, stewards, etc., in that it practically loses Bight 
of the necessity for a higher organization than the regi- 
mental, and gives the commanding line officers entire con- 
trol of the medical officers and supplies and practi- 
cally prevents the formal ton of a separate department 
which would, and should lie responsible for such stores; 
still the best should lie made of the present law and a 
fair test given of ils efficiency. It is certainly better than 
the old, and much can undoubtedly be accomplished by its 
judicious administration. 

The medical officers arc anxious and willing to instruct 
the officers and men in regard to first aid. sanitalion,etc, 
anil means and opportunity therefor should be afforded, 
as it is of the greatest importance, and there is marked 
ignorance of snch knowledge being constantly evidenced 
in the troops. It is impossible to too greatly emphasize 
the value of such instruction when we consider the statis- 
tics of the Spanish- American war, where they refer to 
the .number of deaths due to wounds, as compared with 
the mortality from disease.

The reports, as far as they were obtainable show that 
this, the most important element in modem training for 
war, has perceptibly advanced within the Florida State 
forties. 

It is pointed oar Mint BO system;! tic scheme for rifle 
instructions or target practice has ever obtained for the 
troops of Florida, until the publication and issue by the 
Adjutant Genera] of Ordnance Department Circular 
No. 1, which systematized the former irregular practice oi 
the troops, and hy a scheme of bronze and silver decora- 
tions endeavor tn reward the skillful and Eealoos and 
drop fi-iuu the service those who i-mild or would not fulfill 
the lowest requirements for a marksman, within au ample 
period of time. 

The result as embodied in the report, while being far 
from compete or satisfactory, yet shows promise of fu- 
ture development. It is needless to point out here, that 
the prime value of a soldier, to his State or Country, is 
his accuracy of aim and thorough knowledge of the 
weapon that he is armed with. 
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Later day practice lias shown most conclusively that 
volume of tire is ineffective unless accompanied by pre- 
liminary training that makes that tire effective. The old 
^ays where the mass formation in battle was accepted are 
gone forever, and the future battles will be fought and 
decided by the excellence of training received at the rifle 
range. 

The body of troops that goes into action without a 
thorough knowledge of the arms thev bear and the most 
advantageous methods of using them, land practice; 
which is Hiree-mmrters of the entire art) is simply an 
armed mob, whose sole claim to the term ''military" is 
comprised, in the fact that they can march with accuracy 
and are dressed alike. 

Such a force would be surely crumpled up in the face of 
the numerically inferior body of men, who had received 
proper training in the use of the rifle, as day follows 
night. 

The tuosi perfeci and effective defence of a body of in- 
fantry is their offensive power with the ritie. 

it is recommended that steps should he taken by the 
State authorities, to increase and foster anything tending 
to increase the use of the rifle in the hands of the State 
troops and to that end, — 

(1.) .More liberal appropriations should be urged upon 
the Legislature by (he Adjutant-General's Department 
for the specific purpose of ritie practice by the State 
Troops, 

(2.) Ordnance Department. Circular Xo, 1, should be 
n ime widely published and the attention of each officer 
should be called to it. 

3.) The svstom of reward contemplated in the above 
mentioned circular, should be granted for all duly au 
then ti rated and regular score made by members at the 
quarterly rifle practice. 

(4.) That the clause in tbe above mentioned circu- 
lar, referring to the mustering out of service of those 
who cannot fulfil the necessary requirements of rifle 
practice, he Hrndly enforced. 

(5.) (a) A scheme embracing a trophy for individ- 
ual marksmanship to be competed for, at the Annual En-

•eampment or elsewhere, uh the Adjutant-General mar 
-designate. 

(lj.) A trophy Fur the company or division team mak- 
ing tlie best aggregate score at various distances, 

(c) A trophy for regimental or separate battalion 
team making the best aggregate score at various 'lis 
tances. 

It is suggested that these trophies shall comprise a 

piece of plate or bronze, which shall l»e held by the win- 
ning command or individual one year, and if won three 
^iines successively, the trophy shall heroine the property 
of the individual or command. 

It is pointed out that the cost of these trophies would 
not be yreat. to the State, for following the practice of 
orher States, they would probably he donated by public- 
spirited citizens, both wilhin and without the State 
forces and would serve to arouse the "Espirit d,e corps" 
of the troops and in the end tend to make the individual 
ell'ectivc 

This plan is entirely outside of, but supplemental to the 
scheme outlined in Ordnance Department, Circular No. 1. 
From the nature of comment received from the various 
■officers, whose opinions were asked, it is unanimous! v 
conceded that if the State would encourage target prac- 
tice by the plan snjrucslcd. that il would be earnestly 
laken up by the Florida State forces and the efficiency < ( f 
those forces to the State and Government would be in- 
creased many fold. 

It is respectfully suggested that if the foregoing sugges- 
tions are approved, by the Adjiitant-i-eneral. that the 
Chief Ordnance Officer would be more than glad to formu- 
datc a more definite plan along this line.

I liuve tiie honor to submit herewith report of inspec- 
tions of F. S. T.. made in compliance with General Order 
No. :!. eineiiaiiug From the Adjutant-General's office, and 
of such tit her duties as have been performed through my 
Department during the year 1901. 

The Legislature during iis session, having failed to 
make a sufficiently large appropriation To defray the ex- 
penaea incident id an encampment of the Florida Btatt 
Troops, no eneampiiK-nt was held during the past year, 
and consequently there were uo opportunities afforded 
this Department for making Field Inspections. 

The entire lack of appropriations for the defrayment 
of the una voidable expenses incident To making other in 
Spections "f ttte troops, has greatly hampered ihe Inspec- 
tor-General in the performanee of his duties, and he has 
personally] home tlie expenses of such inspections mil 
mustering into service of companies, l)ands and division* 
of naval militia, as have been made, with the exception of 
the expenses incident to muslering into the service of tin 
Stale. Company "IV. 1st. Regiment, which were paid 
through the corrtesy of the Adjutant-General, by the 
Sta re. 

Talde A. shows the companies and band which were in 
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speeted at tlicir respective armories, and reports upon 
attendance, discipline, instruction, appearance and con- 
dition of property. 

The terrible conflagration at Jacksonville on the 3rd 
of May. necessitated the calling out of many companies of 
tiit State Troops, and the Inspector General availed 
himself of the opportunity thus afforded to see the mil- 
itary in active service; and while it was not advisable to 
hold any inspections on that frying occasion, he spent 
much time visiting the heado,uar1ers and various com- 
mands composing the Provisional Regiment, and cann'.-l 
refrain in this report from complimenting in the most 
sincere, and highest terms, the officers and men w' o 
responded so promptly to the call of duty, and served 
so arduously and faithfully, in fli:e-stricken Jacksonville; 
it also affords him pleasure to express his thanks \u 
Col. C. P. Lovell and the officers and men under his com- 
mand, and to Col I. E. Webster for the uniform eottr- 
lewies exi ended him on that occasion. 

While still in Jacksonville, the Inspector (General wis 
notified by the Governor and Commander-in-Chief, of 
I he death of Major General Patrick Hmistoiui. Adjutant- 
General of Florida, and was directed to la* present ai 
Iris funeral ceremonies in Tallahassee, on the afternoon 
of the 7fh of May. With saddened hearts, we assembled 
around his bier, and saw the remains of a courtly gentle- 
man, and our I* loved comrade laid to rest. General 
Houston was a man universally respected and beloved 
"by the troops of all branches of service throughout the 
state, and his death caused us all sincere sorrow. 

After the obsequies of General Houston, in obedience of 
an order emeita ting from the office of the Governor and 
Gommandcr-in-rhief, under date of May 7th. the Inspec- 
tor General was assigned to "special .duty at Tallahassee 
and directed to immediately make complete duplicate in- 
ventories of all Ordinance, Quartermaster's ami oilier 
stores, now in the cify of Tallahassee, and submit said in- 
ventories with a report upon said property, direct lo 
the Commander-in-Chief; and to carefully inspect all of 
said property, giving especial attention to such stores 
:as a Board of Snnrvey shall have reported upon, ard 
to condemn all worthless, broken or wornmit property, 
tf.nd submit to the Commander-in-Chief such recoinimr 
(dations regarding its disposition, as will best conserve 
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the interest of the State. And also perform snefi other 
unties as the Commander-in-Chief nifty direct." 

On the 9th of May. Colonel T. V. Kessler. Personal 
Aide de Camp to the Governor and Commander-in-Chief,, 
and Captain A. II. K'Aleinbcrte, Commanding Battery 
"It." Battalion Light Artillery, were appointed "to act 
; s a Board of Survey to examine and report upon the/ 
tii nd it ion of certain Ordnance, Quartermaster's and other 
i-Tores, in the Arsenel at Tallahassee, and to furnish tile 
Inspector General an inventory of all property examined' 
liy them, with their recoumicndatoions regarding the 
same." In the 'performance of this duty, these officers 
served most faithfully, making careful examinations of" 
j. 11 property, submitting full reports and comprehensive- 
recommendations as directed, and rendering most valu- 
able assistance to the Inspector General in the perform- 
ance of his duties, for which assistance he thanks them 
most sincerely.

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The Inspector General regrets to report that there 
is a. lack of interest In a few of the commands, which 
lie believes is due to the fact that no encampment has 
been held since the spring of 1898, Most of the com- 
mands, however, take great pride and interest in the 
performance of their duties, and are ever ready to prompt- 
ly respond to a call from our State or Country. 

The Inspector General respectfully makes the follow- 
ing recommendations which he believes would greatly 
add u> the efficiency of the State Troops. 

1st. That the law prescribing examinations as to 
qualiucaitou of officers, Ik- rigidly enforced. 

2nd. Tlmt all officers be required to thoroughly post 
themselves upon the various "blank forms" prescribed 
for use in the admisistration of the Regular Army, and 
in order to facilitate this important study, that the Ad- 
jutant-General's department furnish each command with 
one full set of such "blank for ins." 

3rd. That all commanding officers nf companies, bat* 
teries, and divisions of naval militia be required to have 
classes of instruction for the uun-( Join missioned Officers 
tif Brier respective commands, in order to teach them 
their duties as prescribed by Army and Drill Regulations. 

4th, That all antiquated stores, now in the posses- 
sion of the State Troops, be replaced as quickly as pos- 
sible with the most modern equipment. 

5th. That all companies and hatteries of the State 
Troops and Divisions of the Naval ililitia which have 
iini already dime so. be required to have suitable in- 
dividual lockers placed in their armories, in which shall 
be kept all property issued to the enlisted men. and that 
no Suite property of any kind he allowed to be taken 
from the armories, except by written order of the Com- 
manding Officer. 

tlih. That the necessity of promptly answering 
Troops and divisions of the Naval Militia, be required to 
have placed in their armories, suitable gun racks, and 
siti-U rilles as are used, kept therein, 

7th. Thai tie importance of "Extended Order Drill" 
1m- impressed upon all Commanding Officers, and that 
they be required to instruct their commands therein. 

>:li. Thai all Commanding Officers l»e required to 
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properly keep such books as are prescrilied by I", S, Army 
Regulations, for their respective commands. 

9th. That the necessity of promptly answering 
through regular channels, all military correspondence, 
and the prompt transmittal of all reports, be impressed 
npou Commanding Officers, and compliance insisted upou. 

lOtfi. That the commands composing the F, 8. T. and 
Battalion of Naval Militia be reonired to have rifle 
practice at least four times each year, at such range's as 
may be practicable; thai each non-commissioned Officer 
and private he required to Are ten shots, at each prac- 
tice, and the targets and score records be kepi in the 
respective armories, for future reference. 

In closing this report, the Inspector General desires 
to sincerely thank the Governor and Commander-in-Chief. 
Major General W. A. MncWilliams. while Adjutant- 
General of Florida, and Major General J. Clifford K. 
Foster, the present Adjutant-General of the State, for 
their uniform kindness, and support in his endeavors to 
perform tiie duties of his office; and also to express to 
the officers and members of the Florida Slate Troops and 
Battalion of Naval Militia, his appreciation of the kind- 
ness and courtesy extended him upon all occasions.

Sir: — I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port of services of the First Regiment of Infantry, F. 8. 
T.. for the year 1901. 

The Legislature of Florida in its wisdom has seen fit 
to refuse any appropriation for encampment purposes, 
consequently the regiment has not been together as a 
whole since its formation. This is to be greatly regretted 
as the necessity for bringing the various companies to- 
gether for battalion and regimental drill, as well as in- 
structions in camp duties, is apparernt to all; and it is 
very much to be hoped that the next Legislature will 
remedy this evil, and the State Troops be given at least 
ten days in camp each year. 

The following companies have seen special service dur- 
ing the year: 
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Company A, ('apt. A. G, Hartridge, Commanding. 

Company <\ ('apt. A. B. Small. Commanding. 

Company It, Capt. (Jeo. E. Lewis. Commanding. 

Company C. * 'apt. VT. H. Lyle, Commanding. 

Company F, Capt. Win. LeFils, Commanding. 

Company H, Capt. N. H. Cox. Commanding. 

Company Q, ('apt. J, C. H. Foster, Commanding. 

Company K, ('apt. <". B. Parkhill. Commanding. 
These companies were on duty at Jacksonville imme- 
diately after the tire May 3rd. ~( See my Special Keport 
as Commander of the Provisional Regiment.) 

On July 12th. Company **H" was ordered by the Gov- 
ernor to be held in readiness at Lake City. Fla., for 
service in case a rint might occur. This company to the 
nun i her of 32 men and officers assembled ami was ready 
for duty within one hour after the order was received. 
They were held in readiness for several hours, but the 
trouble being averted, the company was relieved from 
du ty. 

It is a source of great satisfaction that the regiment 
lias been ready for duty at all times, and, when called 
upon, has rendered most efficient service. 

At present the regiment is composed of twelve com- 
panies, nearly all in good condition and well discip- 
lined. Very few of the companies have been thoroughly 
equipped since the Spanish- American War. hut their 
equipment is being rapidly received, and, in a short time 
it is expected they will have every thing necessary. 

There are many recommendations thai could be made 
for improvement, hut, as it is known that the majority 
of the defects are in the process of correction, it is hardly 
necessary to take up space in this report to enumerate 
them. However, there is one matter that does not seem 
to have had the attention it should. It is well-known 
(hat good markmanship is essential, and, to this end, I 
would strongly recommend that more and better target 
practice be required of the troops. The matter of con- 
venient targets has stood in the way of a good many 
companies doing any active work along this line. I 
would recommend that ;i system of armory practice with 
reduced ammunition be inaugurated; also that the com- 
panies be encouraged in every way possible to practice at 
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long range. Ij is very probable that competitive rifle 
practice rouhl he arranged that would increase the in- 
terest and To ill is end. I would recommend the matter 
be taken in banc] by :he officers and competitive practice 
be arranged 1h-iw.ch hatialkms and regiments.

None of the companies have reached the maximum as 
n I unveil by law, and are constantly changing, from the 
fact that many of the members, being young men de- 
pendent upon their own labor for support, £i*e obliged to 
.seek employment, many times, beyond the jurisdiction 
of their respective companies, after serving a short time. 
They are however, "'ell instructed, and if needed, will 

"•rove efficient in active service, and are as follows: 

• • * * 
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Each company holds regular weekly drills, the follow- 
ing companies having performed active service with the 
Provisional Begiment at Jacksonville as herein stated: 

Company C, from May 4th. to May ltlth. 14 days. 

Company 1), from May 4th, to May fith, 3 days. 

Company E, from May 4th, to May 10th, 14 days. 

Company H, from May 44th, to May Oth, 11 days, 

I have been unofficially informed that these companies 
performed the duties assigned them with credit to both 
officers and men, Company H, serving on this occasion, 
after having been organized but thirty-three days, and 
before being equipped with either arms or uniforms, for 
the time of service named, borrowing arms and accoutre- 
ments after the call was isued. 

The Commander of the regiment was on duty at Jack- 
sonville from May 4th to May Sth inclusive. 

The companies are mostly well equipped, with the 
exception of tentage. requisitions have been filed for any 
shortage that appears, and the reports show the discipline, 
efficiency and general condition to he good. Schools 
for the instruction of nmi-f ounnissioucd officers are rs 
tablished in a few of the companies resulting in great 
benefit to the company. 

But little ritle practice has been indulged in for the 
reason that no funds have been provided for that pur- 
pose, a few of the companies, however, have erected 
targets and practiced at a range of 100 yards, doing ver\ 
good work.. 

Band. 

The band has nineteen La ■!..«. rs. or musicians, bnt lacks 
organization in that no Principal Musician or non Com- 
missioned Officers have been appointed. The attention 
of the Chief Musician, or Leader, has several times been 
called to this matter, but as yet no recommendations Tor 
appointments have been made, or at least none have 
been reported to these headquarters, and to perfect an or- 
ganization, from a military standpoint, a personal visit 
may be necessary upon the part of the Regimental Ad- 
jutant. Otherwise, simply as a band, they are well or- 
ganized and instructed. 

Home of the companies are laboring under the disadvan- 
tage of not having their full quota of commissioned of- 
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liners ;if present, nomination)* have been sent in and the 
candidate* now await an examination and commission. 
When coin missions shall be issued we have -every reason 
to expect a greater proficiency upon the part of the com- 
panies. 

I would suggest than an appropriation he made for 
an animal encampment, and that the troops he called out 
for Instruction at least once each, year; that they may 
pel the benefit of battalion and regimental drill, become 
better acquainted with each other ami thus keep in touch 
with one another as a whole. 

That target ranges be established for each company, 
and each enlisted men be required to fire, under the 
direction of a competent ofhVer. at ieast five rounds <if 
ammunition a year at each of the following distances: 
Of I'm. 2(H), :{in'l. Still and Stttl yards, respectively. 

That the Regimental Commander lie required to make, 
in connection with the Inspector General an annual in- 
spection of flie companies comprising iiis regiment, at 
their respective' armories, and that an appropriation be 
made for the actual expenses incurred thereby, as in this 
way we can get some idea of how well each officer com- 
mands and instruct ,8 in tlie absence of the annual en-

Sir — T have the honor to report upon the Battalion 
Light Artillery F. S. T.. that the efficiency, drill and dis 
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cipline of the battalion up to May 1901 was good, that 
at that time Battery A, was called out to perform 
duty, with other coin pan ies, to protect property in the 
City of Jacksonville, and did good service, every man be- 
ing on duty night and day until withdrawn. But owing 
to the destruction of the armory, arms and uniforms, 
and that it has been impossible to obtain quarters for 
Battery A, hence the drill efficiency and discipline have 
suffered. 

Battery B, is in One condition and has had some tar- 
get practice and practice marches and is fully pre- 
pared for service. 

As soon as suitable quarters for Battery A, can be 
secured, drill instructions will be resumed and the bat- 
tery will be brought to its former standard of excel 
lence. 

For the good of the service I would respectfully sug- 
gest or recommend that the subject of target practice be 
taken up, developed, encouraged, made compulsory and 
strictly enforced. That there should he encouraged com- 
petitive rifle matches between companies and batteries; 
that sufficient ammunition (ball) be furnished by the 
State or United Stales, that company and battery com- 
manders be compel led besides sending in a quarterly 
drill report to send in also a quarterly report of rifle 
and pistol practice, which would include all officers of 
the line and staff of the F. 8. T. ; that the names of the of- 
ficers and enlisted men making the highest scores be 
published in General Orders semi-annually, and that 
while in armories or on duty, or darade, they be dis- 
tinguished by a suitable badge which will be their own 
1st., "Sharp Shooter" 2nd., "Distinguished Marksman", 
3rd., "Marksman". All who fail to qualify as reasonably 
good marksmen should l*e discharged from the service 
of the State.
